Ruth All-America teams of 
the past years shows 
that not one pitcher of the 19 
has been able to win a place on 
the team TWICE.

A canvass of the delegations by 
the correspondent indicates that 
more than 35 nations will sign the 
clause. 

It is practically certain that the 
signatories will include, besides 
Great Britain and its dominions. 
France, Greece, Peru, San Saiva- 
dor, Bolivia, Honduras and Nic- 
aragua. . 

Secretary of State Ortiz of Cuba 
has informed this correspendent 
that he will ask Havana for in- 
structions, while Adatchis is await. 
ing the result of the Japanese 
Cabinet’s consideration of the pro- 
posal. 

Rumanian objectors are report- 
ed to be wavering and accession 
by that country will mean similar 
action by Jugo-Slavia and Czecho- 
Slovakia. As the Assembly pro- 
gresses the campaign for new sig- 
natories to join Sweden, Belgium 
and Denmark which have already 
accepted the optional clause, will 
be intensified. Adherence of the 
South American bloc will add to 
the World Court three states here- 
tofore not members, Honduras, 
Nicaragua and Peru.

But vour 
scientist demands facts and formu- 
las. For years he has tried to find 
out what the Chimu once knew. All 
in vain.
